WHEREAS  In  1935,  Carl  Lutz  was  appointed  Vice  Consul  at  the  Swiss  consulate  in 
Jaffa,  Palestine  and  was  stationed  in  Palestine  between  1935  and  1941  where  he  became

Schutzhauser  (safe  houses)  in  the  Saint  Stephen  ghetto  and  put  under  his  diplomatic

WHEREAS,  Battling  bouts  of  manic  depression  for  10  years,  doctors  prescribed  anti- 
depressant drugs  to  Kristin  which  caused  side  effects  such  as  anxiety,  insomnia  and

WHEREAS,  Ten  days  later  at  the  hospital,  at  age  28,  Kristin  hanged  herself;  and 
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WHEREAS,  In  response  to  the  absence  of  a  national  suicide  prevention  hotline,  Reese 
Butler;  Kristin's  husband,  established  the  Kristin  Brooks  Hope  Center  and  created  the  nation's 
first  nationwide  suicide  hotline  based  in  Vallejo,  California;  and 

WHEREAS,  Since  its  inception  in  May  of  1999,  the  Hope  Center  fields  approximately 
100  calls  per  day  and  links  callers  to  the  closest  local  crisis  hotline  or  suicide  prevention  center 
as  well  providing  invaluable  resource  referrals  and  information;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Hope  Center  is  working  towards  linking  all  58  California  counties  by 
the  year  2000;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  1997,  17.5  million  Americans  suffered  from  major  depression  which  is 
one  of  the  main  symptoms  leading  to  suicide  and  which  costs  the  over  $44  billion  annually; 
and 

WHEREAS,  An  estimated  30,000  Americans  suicide  annually  and  is  the  third  leading 
cause  of  death  for  teenagers  between  the  ages  of  1 5  to  24  and  is  the  sixth  leading  cause  of 
death  amongst  children  and  adolescents  between  the  ages  of  5  and  14  years  of  age;  and 
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1  WHEREAS,  In  San  Francisco,  between  1987  and  1996,  137,000  San  Franciscans

WHEREAS.  Because  the  State  granted  the  land  that  comprises  the  Harbor  to  the  City,  in  trust,    ' 
any  revenues  generated  by  the  Harbor  may  only  be  used  for  services,  purposes,  and  improvements 
located  on  or  related  to  this  land;  and, 

WHEREAS,  According  to  the  San  Francisco  Controller's  Office,  the  Harbor  Fund  currently 
holds  a  balance  of  $1.9  million;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Although  the  approximately  680  harbor  tenants  have  long  complained  that  the 
Harbor  suffers  from  easily  identifiable  neglect  and  maintenance  problems,  there  is  no  approved  capital 
and  maintenance  plan  for  the  area;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Although  Recreation  and  Park  Department  has  been  trying  to  locate  a  Harbor 
Master  since  approximately  May,  1999,  a  Harbor  Master  has  not  yet  been  appointed  to  oversee  the 
Harbor  and  to  ensure  that  emergency  repairs  are  completed;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  January,  1999,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  held  a  hearing  to  consider  management 
and  maintenance  of  the  harbor,  including  issues  such  as  poor  dock  conditions,  sand  mining  as  a  viable 
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supplement  to  dredging,  the  need  to  prevent  damage  to  boats  in  the  outer  West  Harbor,  the  lack  of  clear 
implementation  policy  regarding  live-aboards,  the  controversial  topics  of  sub-letting  of  slips  and 
transferability  of  boats,  and  the  dissatisfaction  with  an  often  decades  long  wait-list  process  for  obtaining 
a  slip;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  has  detected  levels  of  contaminants  in  sediments  in  Gas  House  Cove, 
otherwise  known  as  the  East  Harbor,  that  need  to  be  investigated  and  characterized  to  determine  what

WHEREAS,  Estimated  property  damage  in  Northern  California  exceeded  $6  billion  and 
damaged  to  Northern  California  extended  for  3,000  square  miles,  reaching  from  Hollisterto 
Sonoma  County;  and

Mountains,  60  miles  from  San  Francisco,  the  damage  was  not  as  extensive  if  the  earthquake 
had  been  centered  in  San  Francisco;  and.

OWNERS  OF  THESE  DEVELOPMENTS,  THE  "APARTMENT  INVESTMENT  AND 
MANAGEMENT  COMPANY,"  NOT  TO  WITHDRAW  FROM  THE  FEDERAL 
MORTGAGE  SUBSIDY  PROGRAM  UNTIL  OWNERSHIP  CAN  BE  TRANSFERRED 
TO  AN  ENTITY  THAT  WILL  PRESERVE  THIS  HOUSING  STOCK  AS  AFFORDABLE 
FAMILY  RENTAL  HOUSING  IN  PERPETUITY. 

WHEREAS,  On  October  26,  1999,  the  residents  of  four  privately  owned, 
federally  subsidized  housing  developments  in  the  Bayview  neighborhood  received 
letters  stating  that  their  landlord,  the  Apartment  Investment  and  Management  Corp. 
(AIMCO),  would  be  paying  off  federally  insured  mortgages  on  the  properties;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  developments  include  the  Shoreview,  Bayview,  LaSalle  and 
All  Hallows  Gardens  which  are  home  to  600  families;  and 

WHEREAS,  These  developments  were  built  as  a  result  of  well  organized 
community  influence  and  support  directed  at  the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency 
and  the  Housing  and  Urban  Development  (HUD)  office  two  decades  ago;  and 

WHEREAS,  Prepaying  the  mortgages,  enables  AIMCO  to  terminate  any 
agreement  with  the  United  States  Department  of  HUD  to  provide  affordable  housing  to 
low-income  families;  and 

WHEREAS,  Without  HUD  enforced  use  restrictions,  AIMCO  will  be  free  to 
charge  market-rate  rents  when  a  unit  becomes  vacant;  and 

WHEREAS,  Over  600  units  of  affordable  housing  in  the  four  developments 
would  be  removed  from  the  San  Francisco  rental  market  were  AIMCO  to  terminate  their 
agreements,  further  exacerbating  San  Francisco  housing  crisis;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  notice  issued  to  residents  does  not  comply  with  the  San 
Francisco  Assisted  Housing  Preservation  Ordinance,  which  requires  that  residents 
receive  an  18  month  notification  of  owner's  intent  to  prepay  on  a  federally  insured 
mortgage;  and 

WHEREAS,  Allowing  these  housing  units  to  be  converted  to  market-rate 
housing  stock  would  dramatically  change  the  socio-economic  vitality  and  diversity  of  the 
Bayview  neighborhood;  and 

WHEREAS,  Removal  of  these  low-cost  housing  units  would  force  many  of  the 
long  term  residents,  especially  the  elderly,  the  disabled  and  families  to  leave  the  City  in 
order  to  find  affordable  housing;  and 

WHEREAS,  There  Is  a  critical  shortage  of  affordable  housing  in  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  especially  units  capable  of  accommodating  large  families;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  has  made  preservation  of  affordable  housing  a  high 
priority;  now  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  urges  the  Director  of  the  San 
Francisco  Rent  Board  to  review  the  noticing  process  to  ensure  that  AIMCO  has  properly 
informed  HUD  and  notified  the  residents  in  accordance  with  federal,  state  and  city  laws; 
and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  urges  the  San  Francisco  Housing  Authority  and  the  Redevelopment 
Agency  to  take  all  feasible  measures  to  preserve  this  affordable  housing  stock;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  The  City  will  meet  with  AIMCO  and  use  all  its  resources 
to  convince  the  owners  not  to  "pre-pay"  their  HUD  insured  mortgages;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  City  will  locate  a  non-profit  purchaser  and 
work  with  that  purchaser  and  the  residents  to  develop  a  plan  for  the  transfer  of 
ownership  to  an  entity  that  will  preserve  this  as  affordable  family  rental  housing  in 
perpetuity;  and  be  It 
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FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  will  make 
the  financing  of  such  transfer  of  ownership  a  funding  priority  in  order  to  preserve  this 
precious  asset.

URGING  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  BUILDING  INSPECTION  AND  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 
TO  CONDUCT  TESTS  TO  DETERMINE  THE  EFFECTIVENESS  OF  FIRE  RESISTANT 
INTUMESCENT  PAINT. 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Fire  Department  responded  to  nearly 
1,700  structural  fires  between  July  1998  and  June  1999;  and, 

WHEREAS,  According  to  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department,  there 
have  been  seven  fire-related  fatalities  in  San  Francisco  since  the 
beginning  of  1999;  and, 

WHEREAS,  A  rash  of  residential  hotel  fires  has  plagued  San 
Francisco  over  the  last  several  years  leaving  more  than  600  of  our 
most  vulnerable  residents  without  homes  and  driving  up  the  price  of 
remaining  SRO  rooms;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  October,  1999,  a  tenant  of  a  Mission  District  hotel 
lost  her  life  in  a  hotel  fire;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  June,  1999  the  University  of  California  at  Berkeley 
hosted  a  demonstration  burn  of  one  brand  of  fire  resistant 
intumescent  paint;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Berkeley  burn  suggests  that  fire  resistant 
intumescent  paint  may  have  the  ability  to  contain  fire  to  the  room  of 
origin,  giving  people  in  a  structure  more  time  to  escape  and  giving 
fire  fighters  more  time  to  respond;  and.

1  WHEREAS,  At  least  some  brands  of  intumescent  paint  reportedly 

2  emit  far  fewer  fumes  (Volatile  Organic  Chemicals  or  VOCs)  than  other

16  effectiveness  of  fire  resistant  intumescent  paint  in  preventing

6  WHEREAS,  The  United  Methodist  Church  maintains  a  ban  on  same  sex  marriages 

7  within  the  Church  and  has  threatened  to  penalize  ministers  who  conduct  such  marriages; 

8  and, 

9  WHEREAS,  Three  years  ago,  despite  this  ban.  Rev.  Jimmy  Creech  chose  to  conduct  a 

10  same  sex  marriage  ceremony  within  his  church  which  is  part  of  the  United  Methodist 

11  Congregation;  and, 

12  WHEREAS,  After  it  took  place,  the  United  Methodist  Church  held  hearings  on  the 

13  ceremony,  and  later  a  jury  of  13  Nebraska  ministers  of  the  church  ordered  that  Rev.  Creech 

14  should  be  defrocked  for  performing  the  ceremony;  and, 

15  WHEREAS,  Throughout  this  trying  period,  Rev.  Creech  has  stood  firm  in  his  defense 

16  of  dignity  and  respect  for  lesbians  and  gay  men,  despite  the  risks  to  his  security  as  a  minister 

17  of  his  church,  and  he  has  been  willing  to  take  enormous  risks  in  defense  of  the  principle  of 

1 8  spiritual  equality  for  all;  and,
